AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING THE PALM BEACH 
COUNTY ZONING CODE, ORDINANCE 73-2, AS AMENDED, SECTION 
402.6, TIME EXTENSIONS,. BY PROVIDING FOR ADMINISTRATIVE 
APPROVAL OF EXTENSION REQUESTS AND FOR APPEALS TO THE 
BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS; REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
SEVERABILITY; INCLUSION IN CODE; AND AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has determined that 
current procedures for processing extension requests are unnecessarily 
complicated and burdensome upon the petitioners and the Board; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners now wishes to 
establish provisions for administrative review of routine time extension 
requests, subject to an appeal provision to the Board. 

- NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, as follows:

Section 402.6 TIME EXTENSIONS,'of the Palm Beach County Zoning 
Code, Ordinance No. 73-2, as amended, Is hereby amended to read as follows:

In cases where the Board of County Commissioners or any 
irovlslons of this Code have stipulated time limits for the completion 
it duration of a specific phase of development or activity , twelve (12) 
lonths extensions of time may be granted by the Planning, Zoning and Building

demonstration that progress is being made toward meeting these requirements 
r that government agency or service delays 'are responsible for the extension 
equest. In no case, however, shall such twelve (12) month extensions 
xceed two (2) In number totalling twenty-four (24) months In total duration 
f extended time, except that when government agency or service delays can 
3 documented as the reason for failure to meet required deadlines-, the 
lard of County Commissioners may grant such extensions as necessary to off- 
!t government-caused delays. Failure to have complied with Commission 
iquirements or to have filed a complete application for a new development 
>proval prior to the expiration of the total time extension shall con- 
ttute an abandonment of the development and approval. In the event of such 
abandonment of a Special Exception or Special Permit use, the original 
proval shall immediately become null and void. In the event that 
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I! zoning had been approved concurrently with the Special Exception or
